The Whitmire Construction Co. 
of Kansas City, lowest bidder on 
the Forest Park section of the 
River des Peres sewer job, today 
filed suit to compel the City of St. 
Louis to award the contract to it, 
on its bid of $2,2W,217. The Board 
of Public Service voted yesterday 
on recommendation of President 
Kinsey, to award the contract to A 
Guthrie & Co. of St. Paul, which 


made the second lowest bid, $2,- 
296,957, or $18,840 more than the 
Whitmire bid. 

Circuit Judge Hall, on the appli- 
cation of counsel for the Whitmire 
company,,.issued an alternative 
writ of mandamus, requiring Kin- 
sey and the other members of the 
board to appear next Friday and 


i show cause why a permanent writ, 


ordering acceptance of the Whit- 
mire bid, should not be issued. 

The Whitmire company’s coun- 
sel, Anderson, Gilbert & Wolfort, 
set forth in the petition that, be- 
fore the company was permitted to 
submit a bid, it was required to 
show that it had capital to carry 
out the contract. The company 
showed, it is stated, that it had 
$300,000 capital, available assets 
increasing the working capital to 
$450,000, and a $500,000 line of 
credit with a responsible bank. On 
this showing, the plans and speci- 
fications were furnished to the 
Whitmire company and its bid was 
prepared and submitted. 

Provisions of Charter Cited. 

Ten bids were submitted, and the 
petition says that the board re- 
jected one of these outright, and 
took the others, including’ the 
Whitmire bid, under consideration. 
The petition says that, under the 
City Charter, the board was re- 
quired to let the contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder, and had 
no authority to approve any higher 
bid. 

To show further that the Whit- 
mire company is ‘“responsible’”’ 
within the meaning of the charter, 
the experience of its president, Carl 
D. Whitmire, is set forth. He has 
been in general construction work 
for more than 20 years, it is stated, 
and as a branch manager for 
James Black & Co. in Kansas City, 
he handled contracts amounting to 
$1,800,000 for waterworks and 
sewer construction there. The 
Black company, it is stated, agreed 
to let him take over the organi- 
zation on that job intact, for the 
work in St. Louis. Whether or not 
the Whitmire company and its 
backers would suffer a loss is im- 
material to the City of St. Louis, 
it is argued, as it is shown that the 
concern in responsible and would 
finish the job. 

Report on Which Board Acted. 

A fear that the Whitmire com- 
pany might find its bid too low, 
and might not finish the job, was 
expressed by President Kinsey in 
his report, on which the board act- 
ed yesterday in voting to award the 
contract to the next lowest bidder. 

The work, which will plow 
through the western and southern 
parts of Forest Park next summer, 
Will be the largest sewer job 
ever performed in St. Louis, and 
one of the largest on record any- 
where. An underground channel 
29 feet in diameter is to be built, 
to carry the River des Peres and 
all its possible accumulation af 
flood and storm water, through the 
park. It is the most important 
section of the $11,000,000 Des 
Peres improvement, under the 1923 
bond issue. 

The advance estimate of the cost 
of the park section, made by Presi- 
dent Kinsey, was $3,100,000. All 
the nine bids considered by the 
board yesterday were below that 
figure, the highest being $3,048,- 
495. 

A Former Experience. 

On the first, or Lindenwood, sec- 
tion of the Des Peres job, an in- 
experienced contracting firm won 
the contract on a low bid, and find- 
ing it unprofitable because of bad 
weather conditions, forfeited the 
contract, causing loss and delay to 
the city. Kinsey and his associ- 
ates have shown a desire to avoid 
any danger of repeating this expe- 
rience.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 8.—Felix 


Palavicini, founder of El Universal, 
has been found in hiding by Fed- 
eral agents and will go on trial to- 
day as the intellectual leader of the 
revolt in Mexico. 

Discussion of his trial overshad- 
ows all other deyelopments in the 
capital today, for Palavicini is the 
most widely known journalist in 
the country. 

When Generals Arnulfo Gomez 
and Francisco Serrano, the antli- 
administration presidential candi- 
dateg, fled from the city Saturday 
fternoon, Palavicini disguised him- 
self and dropped from sight. The 
authorities were informed that he 
had taken refuge at the French 
legation. 

Meanwhile Serrano had been 
captured and executed along. with 
many others accused of participa- 
tion in the revolution. Then came 
a letter to Gen. Jose Alvarez, chief 
of the presidential staff, disclosing 
that Palavicini was concealed at 
the home of a friend. 


Indicted for Treason. 

On Thursday he was arrested as 
he emerged from a cottage in the 
suburb of Colonia del Valle. He 
was promptly taken to the military 
prison of Santiago and indicted for 
thigh treason as partly responsible 
for the mutiny of troops in the 
Federal district and the State of 
Vera Cruz and Puebla Sunday 
night. ; 

The chief evidence against the 
editor, according to Gen. Alvarez, 
is a signed letter addressed to Gen. 
Gomez urging that candidate to 
rise in arms against the Calles Gov- 
ernment. The letter was found in 
a trunk full of documents which 
the General left behind in his haste 
to quit the capital. 

It also was said that Palavicini 
has been under surveillance for 
some time as a suspect. Many wit- 
nesses will be called to testify con- 
cerning his alleged seditious «c- 
tivities, but the trial is expected 
to be hotly contested in court 
because of the editor’s influen- 
tial friends. He will be defended ‘y 
Jose Maria Lozano and Quero Mo- 
heno, neither of whom has ever 
lost a criminal case. 

Calles Asked to Show Leniency. 

Meanwhile many of Palavicini's 
friends have urged President Calles 
to show mercy to the prisoners.

His Real Informant. 

“My real informant in the case 
against Remus was Mrs. Mary 
Hubbard, my star witrtess at the 
trial.

FIGS IN 12 PER CENT WINE 


FIRM FROM TORNADO ZONE | LEGAL, DRY OFFICE SAYS 


Damage Estimated at $100,000; | 
Many Cars Not Yet Sent: in 
for Repairs. 

More than 300 automobiles, 
which were so badly wrecked they 
could not be moved out of the 
tornado district under their own 
power, were towed to repair shops 
by the 23 tow trucks of an auto- 
mobile service company which 
does such work for the Police De- 
partment, it was reported by the 
firm yesterday to Chief of Police 
Gerk. It was estimated that the 
damage done to these machines 

would aggregate $100,000. 

The machines towed by this firm 
were, of course, only part of the 
hundreds of additional machines 
damaged during the storm, some 
of whi were moved by the own- 
ers and others by private garages. 
The only machines towed away by 
the service company patronized by 
the Police Department were those 
which owners had requested police 
assistance in moving. When the 
owners pay their repair bills, a 
towing charge for the service com- 
pany will be added. 

Repair shops in the vicinity of 
the storm areas report they have 
had their capacities taxed in mak- 
ing repairs to machines which the 
tornado damaged. It is apparent 
that many machines which were 
slightly damaged have not been 
sent to repair shops, for frequent- 
ly automobiles without windshields 
or windows, some without tops and 
others with caved-in fenders and 
hoods, are seen now being driven 
about the strects.

GOLDSTEIN PAROLED 
FROM U. S, PRISON 


Certificate Freeing St. Louisan 
to Reach Leavenworth 
Tomorrow.

The penitentiary sentence of Nat 
Goldstein, 
St. Louis and Nineteenth» Ward Re-| 
publican boss, imposed for con-' 
spiracy to violate the Volstead act, | 
officially ends today, and, pending | 


from Washington, which should 


reach the prison tomorrow, he will 
walk forth a free man under pa- 
role, 

Goldstein, it will be recalled, was 
sentenced to two years and fined 
$5000 as one of the principal con- 
spirators in the scheme of George 
Remus, wealthy Cincinnati boot- 
legger and other St. Louisans to 
milk .the Jack Daniel Distillery 
warehouse in St. Louis of 30,000 
gallons of whisky for bootleg pur- 
poses. Goldstein has paid the 
$5000 fine, and was granted parole 
after having served one-third of 
his sentence. Remus gained im- 
munity in the case by serving the 
Government as star witness. Mrs. 
Imogene Remus, wife of: Remus, 
also was a defendant in the Jack 
Daniel case, but was discharged. 
She was killed by Riemus Thursday 
in Cincinnati. » 

The Government charged in the 
trial of the case at Indianapolis, 
in December, 1924, that it was 
Goldstein who made possible the 
successful robbery of the distillery, 
through his having influenced Ar- 
nold Helmich, then Collector of 
Internal Revenue, to put a friendly 
gauger at the warehouse and wink 
at the milking operations. Hellmich 
also was sentenced to two years and 
has been released under parole. 
William. Kinney, the “friendly 
rauger’ deputy of Hellmich and 
brother of State Senator Michael 
Kinney, also went to the peniten- 
tiary and was paroled. 

The remaining principals still in 
the penitentiary at Leavenworth 
and now eligible for parole are 
Michael J. Whalen, former Demo- 
cratic city committeemtn: Morris 
Multin, whisky dealer; Harry (Fat) 
Levin, former Deputy Constable. 
each serving two years, and Daniel 
A. O’Neil, former Deputy Consta- 
ble, 15 months. O’Neil’s case al- 
ready has been considered by the 
Parole Board, but action has been 
deferred temporarily. 

Goldstein fought hard to beat 
the case, asserting his innocence 
of any connection with the con- 
spiracv, but the conviction was af- 
firmed by the Appellate and Su- 
preme Courts, and he lost a last 
appeal to the trial Judge at In- 
dianapolis for stay of execution on 
the ground that imprisonment 
would result in death from heart 
trouble.

They 
knew there had been a tornado, so as soon as school 
was out they “beat it for the storm district.” Follow 
Gorman Bartay of Troop 72: 

Thursday, Sept. 29. Four p. m. to 4 a. m., on 
duty; slept on a church lawn till 8 o’clock. 

Friday. Stopped at Central High on way to school; 
called out of school at 10 o’clock; worked till 5 p. m.:; 
slept on church lawn again for three hours; up at 
8 p. m., and on duty throughout _ until relieved 
by militia at 4 a. m. 

Saturday. Went home but back at Red Cross 
Headquarters at 7 a.m. On duty all day; slept on 
the church lawn again for a few hours then back on 
the job most of the night. 

Sunday. Worked all day wntil 10 p. m. Slept at 
home that night for the first time since the storm. 

Monday. Worked from 8 a. m. till 8 p. m. At 
Red Cross Headquarters till midpight. No sleep that 
night. Worked till 4 a.m. Hot dogs and talk for 
an hour, then back in the first line until time to go 
to school. 

Monday. 
Cross Headquarters that day; 
night. 

Tuesday. After breakfast back to Red Cross ftead- 
quarters until midnight. 

Wednesday. Slept at home tPat night. 

Thursday. Back to Red Cros# Headquarters. Still 
there. —

“NO DICTATION FROM MOSCOW.” 
It is gratifying to note the determination of the 
American Federation of Labor to cut off all affilia- 
tion of its organization with the communists. The 
sentiment of the delegates at the Los Angeles con- 
vention was vigorously expressed by President 
Green in the statement that the federation would 
“accept no dictation from Moscow; make no com- 
promise with communism.” 
That the delegates agreed with President Green 
was demonstrated by the unanimous vote in favor 
of an amendment to the federation constitution pro- 
viding that delegates must present credentials voted 
by the immediate labor, organizations with which 
they are affiliated. It is intended as a measure to 
cut out communistic representatives.

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TORNADO INSURANCE. 


A big volume of tornado insurance has been writ- 
ten in St. Louis wince the storm. That is a logical 
sequence. Experience continues to be the most ef- 
fective teacher. There are instances, though, where 
this ruthless instructor fails. 

The wire utilities, for example. The telephone and 
electric light companies suffered severely in the tor- 
nado. They always do sustain damages in a storm, 
and they always will, so long as their plants are ex- 
posed to the elements with overhead wires. Thurs- 
day night’s storm, for instance, short-circuited 13802 
telephones, and electric light and power service was 
interrupted in St. Louis and Easf St. Louis. 
Overhead wires do not belong in the modern 
scheme of things. Certainly they have no place in 
a city. Wires should be cabled underground. The 
initial cost might be heavy, but the resultant savings 
would make it a good investment. 

That is the kind of tornado insurance the wire util- 
ities should buy.

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OUR TRADE WITH LATIN AMERICA. 


That our political relations with the Latin-Ameri- 
cans are of the utmost importance and ought there- 
fore to restrain us from such acts of unfriendliness 
as we have recently committed in Nicaragua is 
proved by recent figures of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce in the matter of our Latin-American trade. 

This has in recent years become more important 
than our frade with Europe. Former Congressman 
Cleveland A. Newton, who was the head of the river 
bloc in the last two Congresses and is interested in 
the relation of inland waterways to foreign trade, 
has just told the American Association of Port 
Authorities, which held its convention in St. Louis 
this year, what these figures are. Our trade with 
Mexico in the past year amounted to $169,000,000, or 
$17,000,000 in excess of our trade with France. Our 
trade with Central America, which totaled $48,000,000, 
was four times our trade with Russia. With Cuba 
our trade amounted to $250,000,000, or $52,000,000 
more than our trade with Germany, and with the 
West Indies we had a total trade of $304,000,000, or 
four times our trade with Belgium. With South 
America we had a trade of $567,000. 000, making a to- 
tal Latin American commerce of $1,334,000 ,000. 

Surely that is too great a national asset to be preju- 
diced by political mistakes. It is for this reason, 
and because our trade with our fellow Americans 
can, as Mr. Newton says, be increased indefinitely, 
that there is such widespread disagreement with the 
crude methods of dollar diplomacy. It would seem 
that we are too much disposed to prejudice the inter- 
ests of all American business guaranteeing a few ad- 
venturous loans and inyestments. The fast-growing

HE decision of the Assembly of the 


League to convoke in 1929 the first of a 
series of international conferences for the 
codification of international law opens up 
a very wide vista of activity. If the League 
of Nations undertakes to codify this 4n- 
volved system, there may result some ac- 
tually legal set of regulations to which all 
signatory to the League will Le 
required to subscribe. We shall then be 
faced with the difficult problem of reconcil- 
inz all such rules with the existing private 
agreements between nation and nation out- 
side of the scope of the League, among them 
that between Britain and the United States 
governing the extension of the former three- 
mile limit for purposes of prohibition en- 
forcement by the U. S. A. 


MICHIGAN’S NEW FELONY. 

From te Baltimore Evening Sun. 
ICHIGAN has a law providing for per- 
manent imprisonment of habitual crim- 

inals, and a man is presumed to be a habit- 

ual criminal when he has four times been 
convicted of a felony. Michigan drys have 
succeeded in setting up the legal fiction 
that violation of the liquor laws is a felony. 

The practical result is that in Michigan a 

man may be sent to the penitentiary for life 


for bootlegging. 
A Detroit jurist, Judge Vincent M. Bren- 


nan, makes this comment on the situation: 


It is an example of the absurdities 
which prohibition advocates have brought 
about. They have caused liquor-law vio- 
lations to be looked upon as a felony in- 
stead of a misdemeanor in this State. 
The Federal law does not regard viola- 

tion, of the Volstead act aa a felony. 

The solution of this anomaly lies in a 
revision of the prohibition law rather than 
in a revision of the new criminal code. 
The code is a good thing. 

Judge Brennan seems to have said about 
all that can be said of this particular ex- 
cess, Certainly he has said all that need be 
said.

But his attor- 
ney said he hoped to secure the 
bond through contributions offered 
by local citizens. 

The minister's conviction for big- 
amy was upon the charge of mar- 
rying Mrs. Emma Landridge-Jor- 
dan, a middle-aged widow of 
Washington, here on Aug. 19 while 
he had a wife living. He was ar- 
rested at Grand Rapids, Mich.., 
after it was alleged he had de- 
serted her at Columbus, where he 
was pastor of a church. 

Jordan maintained during the 
trial his “one and only true wife 
and only love’ was Mrs. Veazy V.
